No reresslon of int* rf»t in the com­ 


mission or coimniBsion-manager forms 


of city government is the report of 


Cl inton Rogers Woodruff, secretary of 


the National Municipal league, which 
Is holding Its annual sessions in Bal­ 
timore 
What is aptly 
called 
the 
"vanishing 
system"—the 
bicameral 
form of city government—is to be 
found now in only nine of the 50 
largest cities of the country, namely: 
Philadelphia, Baltimore, Kansas City, 
Providence, Louisville, Atlanta, Wor 
cester, Richmond, Va., and Cambridge, 
Maas. 
"In the light of the events of the 
past five years,” he says, “it would 
not be hazardous to predict that five 
years hence not one of the larger 
cities will be risking its business and 
its future to the evils of a form of 
government which affords such abund 
ant opportunities for inefficiency and 
waste and mismanagement.” 
Nine Iowa cities operating under 
the commission form of government 
had, he noted, lived within their in­ 
come for the first time last year- 
A 
federal census also shows that out of 
69 commission cities, 61 were found 
to be running at less per capita than 
the average head expense of the 195 
metropolitan centers of all 
classes 
considered. 
There was a notable improvement 
in municipal housekeeping accounts, 
he found. The “happy go lucky way" 
is 
being superceded 
generally 
by 
scientific budgets which make both 
ends meet. 
In Dayton, fqj example, 
the new accounting system in the 
finance department is the same as 
would be found in any large business. 
The 
budget 
is 
scientific. 
Every 
month the head of each department 
receives a complete financial state­ 
ment which shows the original allow 
ance, expenditures ajid balance in 
each account Expenditures are kepi 
Inside allowances- 
These new forms of municipal gov 
eminent have many ups and downs 
ahead of them, but people should be 
educated to appreciate the new forms. 
Publicity must be given to the results 
obtained by the new governments. We 
must obtain an efficient citizenship, 
whereupon the benefits of the new 
form of municii«il government will be 
appreciated.

Columbus, Xov. 21.—Herbert Corey, 
the Ameritan newspaper man wiio is 
being held as a military prisoner in 
England, is a native of Ohio. 
His 
home formerly was in LKeleware coun 
ty and he entered the newspaper life 
after 
having 
been graduated 
from 
Ohio Wesleyan University at Dele 
ware. 
Corey worked for a lime on a 
Columbus newspaper and later went 
to Cincinnati to take a place on the 
staff 
of the Times-Star. 
Later be 
served both in New York an dWash- 
j ington as a Tinies-Star correspondent 
When the war broke out he was sen» 
to Europe as a correspondent by the 
,Times-Star and the Globe. 
The cir 
cum stances surrounding 
Corey’s ai 
rest in England are shrouded in a 
good deal of mystery but the incident 
is sensational in view of the fact that 
up to this tirnp the newspaper men 
have been undergoing arrest ex per 
iences for the most part on the con 
tineut ami in the actual fighting zone 
It is to be noted that Corey has been 
getting most of his war m aterial for 
correspondence from returning wound 
ed prisoners and it may have been 
that in so doing he bas violated some 
of England's rigid rules.

Into Thoso Attractive Bookcases M ay 
Be Built Inexpensively. 
A closed doorw ay makes a very nice 
frame for a bookcase or bric-a-brac 
shelf. 
The door should be covered 
with burlap and then the shelves built 
into the Jamb 
With good bracing 
these may be rounded out to make 
them deeper than the ordinary door 
frame would allow for 
When finished 
the sh elve may be stained or enam­ 
eled to correspond 
with the other 
woodwork in tho room. 
Sometimes there is an arched niche 
between two closets in the bedroom of 
an old fashioned house. 
There may or 
may not be a stationary washstand in 
this niche, 
lf there is not built in 
shelves will tnnke a desirable book­ 
case or dressing table. 
In the latter 
case one shelf should be made at the 
usual height of a bureau or table. One 
lower than this eau be hidden by a cre­ 
tonne curtain gathered to the shelf 
above. 
A looking glass in the niche 
above, which should, by the way, he 
papered in white or a plain pale tint. 
will complete a very attractive little 
corner. 
Sometimes such a 
niche Is large 


e n o u g h to accommodate a desk. In this 
case several roomy shelves can be built 
in above, or a banging bookshelf can 
be bought to place there. 
Again, the 
niche can. be made into a cozy seat by 
the ald of a homemade bench and 
some cushions 
In this case a shelf 
above, h i g h enough to escape the head, 
will make * fitting place for photo­ 
graphs or ornaments and books. 
The 
walls between tho shelf and tho seat 
should be covered 
with burlap or 
plain cretonne.

Geauga, Trum 
bull, Portage and Mahoning counties 
would be in a district; while Colum­ 
biana, Carroll, Guernsey, NCble, Mon 
roe. H arrison, Belmont and Jefferson 
will be a separate district. 
Each district wll have three Judges 
Under such a dvision Judge W. S 
Metcalf, of Geauga county, would he 
in the northern district: while Judge® 
John Pollock, and W. FT Spence would 
continue in the southern district. 
It 
would be necessary to appoint two 
new judges in the northern and one 
jurist in the southern district. 
-I he 
appointees would hold office until their 
successors w ere elected at the next 
general election. 
The* m atter of dividing the Seventh 
Ohio district was discussed d iring 
the constitutional convention and was 
favored by a m ajority of the dele­ 
gates. but official action was never 
taken. 
It is now contended thai the 
Seventh district is too great in area 
to be properly cared for by one court 
M any attorneys of the district favor 
the proposed change.
